The separation of the ewes and their 
lambs is simple im itself, but after 
weaning extra care comes just as it 
does when the pigs, calves or colts are 
weaned, writes J. ©. Cottier tn town 
Homestead. Separate them and run 
the ewes in some far field out of sight 
and sound. They need ouly sparse 
grazing now for a time, and if they 
are allowed clean drinking water and 
salt and their udders are milked out a 
little once or twice the first ten days 
they will give little trouble. The lambs 
should get their usual share of feed 
and care and the extra care left over 
from the ewes, This is a trying time 
for the little lambs, and unless they 
are induced to forget their loneliness 
by filling their stomachs they will grow 
thinner instead of fatter. 

Save the fresh, choice pasture plots 
for them. If possible turn them into 
the dooryard in the evening. Save 
the second cuttings of the clover mead- 
ow and when possible turn the lambs 
on to a small patch of clover and let 
them mow that down. It is better to 
grow lambs fat now and sell them on 
the early market than wait and fat- 
ten them on corn or hay after it is 
in the barn and send them to market 
later when there are all of the others 
to compete against. Every day feed 
these jambs all the corn and vats or 
corn alone that they will cleau up. At 
first, of course, accustom them to grain 
gradually and when on full feed keep 
them there. 

Where the farmer was wise enough 
to think of his lambs and feed them 
grain from birth almost he now sees 
the advisability of it, for be has fat 
lambs while his neighbors’ tambs ere 
thin, and his lambs will catch top 
prices two months before his neigh- 
bors’ will. Clean water, shade, salt 
and attention as a guard against mag- 
gots make them comfortable. The 
contented lamb ts‘the fattening lamb, 
and the fat lamb is the money maker.

Curious Contagious Disease That At- 
tacks Tin, Brass and Leaa.

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REBELLION IN GHINA 


TROUBLE REPORTED TO BE AS. 
SUMNIG GREAT PROPORTIONS 


Hundreds of Foreigners Are Besieged 
in Cheng Tu, and Probably Al- 
ready on Short Rations—Flood and 
Famine and Agitation, Stirred Up 
By Opponents to Raifway Schemes, 
the Cause. 

Pekin—The rebellion in China, 
caused by the flood and famine, and 
also the agitation stirred up by the 


opponents to railway schemes 
throughout the Celestial empire, | 
is assuming greater proportions, 


and Chung Tu, with several hundred 
foreigners, is now at the mercy of the 
revolutionists. No food has entered 
Cheng Tu for many days, and prob- 
ably already the beseiged are on short 
rations. 

Among the missionaries who have 
arrived safely at Chun King are the 
Canadians stationed at Lu Chow, Mr. 
and Mrs. C. J. Jolliffe, Mr. and Mrs. 
U. D. Ferguson and B. Breckman. 
Lu Chow is about 150 miles southeast 
of Cheng Tu. The relief force from 
We Cheng will take four weeks at 
least to reach Cheng Tu, and the full 
gravity of the situation in the capital 
of Cze Chuan is now realized. 

Boston.—A ~ delayed cablegram re- 
ceived by he Baptist Foreign society, 
said: “Cablegram received 
signed your mission, states: ‘Sintu 
mission arrived safely and well at 
Chung King. Kiafing missionaies en 
route. No telegraphic communica- 
tions with Ming Yuan, Yachow or 
Cheng Tu, but believed to be safe’ ”’ 

Toronto.—The cablegram which Rev. 
T. E. Shore received recently from the 
American Baptist Missionary Society 
at Chung King stating that all Ameri- 
can Baptist missionaries had reached 
there, also stating that the Kiatang 
missionaries were en route and that 
telegraphic communication with Yac- 
how and Ningyuan was cut off. These 
places are in the American Baptist 
territory, but not in that of the Cana- 
dian Methodist mission, The Kiat- 
ing party of missionaries would in- 
clude the Canadian Methodists, so 
Mr. Shore conjectures that if the Kiat- 
ing people had left, and if there was 
definite information that the Cheng 
Tu people had left, the Kiating party 
would not leave before the Cheng Tu 
missionaries joined them, if they 
thought they were coming. It, there- 
fore, looks like-a confirmation of the 
despatches published recently that the 
Cheng Tu. missionaries were still in 
that city. 

The walls of the Chinese cities, for 
the most part are high and strong, 
Mr. Shore, says. That of Cheng Tu, 
which is the most strongly fortified, 
is fifty feet high, and about as broad. 
The Canadian Methodist compound is 
one of the best and most easily de- 
fended in the eity, its walls being 
eight or ten feet high and unscaleable 
except, by ladders. 

London.—A_ message received at 
headquarters of the China Island Mis- 
sion here recently states that all mis- 
sionaries of that body, and its build- 
ings in the province of Sze Chuan, 
China, are safe. 


General Otter Has Earned Pension 
Ottawa.—It is understood that Gen- 
eral Otter, inspector-general of Cana- 
dian militia, who has completed the 
term of service to enable him to re- 
tire on full pension, will shortly va- 
cate the position, and that he will be 
succeeded by General Cotton, com- 
manding Western Ontario division, 
with headquarters in Toronto. He will 
likely be replaced by Brig.-General 
Lessard, now adjutant-general, while 
the latter will be succeeded by one of 
the senior officers of the permanent 
force. Col, Septimus Denison and Col. 
Henry Panet are spoken of.

London.—The future operations of 
the Imperial mission which is repre- 
sented in Canada by Messrs Tupper, 
Aitkin, Tate and Blackstock, include

IN OTTOMAN EMPIRE 


PLAGUE 


Scores of Thousands Are Being 
Wiped Out by the 
Cholera 
Constantinople.—The whole  Otto- 
man empire is in the grip of the 


cholera and deaths will be numbered 
in the thousands, though the failure 
of any attempt to keep official records 
makes even an approach to an esti- 
mate impossible. 

In Northern Asia Minor, where the 
scourge first appeared, whole villages 
have been wiped out. In some dis- 
tricts the tax gatherer in making his 
rounds has not found a living person, 
such of the inhabitants as have sur- 
vived. the epidemic having fled to 
other parts. The troops returning to 
the camps near here from Albania 
have been a prolific source of infec- 
tion. In most cases the sanitary 
measures taken are hopelessly inade- 
quate and the disease is simply run- 
ning its course. 


GENERAL CENSURE OF CREW 


Investigation Into Cause of Wreck of 
Steamer Iroquois Results in 
Lost Reputations 
{| Victoria.—The Certificate of Albeit 
Be Sears, master and part owner of 
the wrecked steamer Iroquois, is can- 
celled; certificate of Mate John Is- 
bister is suspended for nine months; 
and certificate of Engineer William 
Thomson is suspended for nine 
months, according to the finding of 
the court of marine enquiry, handed 
down in admiralty court recently. The 
steamer was wrecked in April with a 

loss of twenty lives. 

With respect to the captain, the 
‘finding says that harsh comments on 
his conduct after reaching shore were 
not justified by the evidence. Yet he 
filed to perform his duty in regard. to 
rescue work and in regard to stowage 
of the cargo, and also failed in his 
ability as a seaman and master. The 
chief engineer is blamed for not hav- 
ing stayed longer with the engines. 
Inspector of hulls at Kinghorn, 
blamed for not insisting on suitable 
alterations to the boat.

WAR OFFICE SUSPENDS LEAVE 


The War Scare Germ Seems to be 
Busy in Britain—Nervousness 
Prevails 
London.—It is reported at Plymouth 
and other military centres that the 


war office has suspended all leave in| 


the army, or is limiting it to three 
days. One statement says this applies 
only to the southern district. It is as- 
sumed that these measures are pre- 
cautionary in view of the internation- 
al outlook. 

Enquiry at the war office elicited 
the curt reply that there has been no 
general order issued. This obviously 
does not deny the orders issued in the 
south. 

Pessimistic nervousness in respect 
to Morocco prevailed in every depart- 
ment. It was accentuated by more 
liquidation on the Berlin and Brus- 
sels bourses. 


Bandits Are Again Active in Spain 

Madrid.—A Cordoba telegram states 
that, after months of quiet, bandits 
have again made their appearance in 
that district. Two bandits, mounted 
on good horses and armed with car- 
bines, called at a farmhouse, belong- 
ing to Don Jose Chacon, situated on 
the mountains near Puente Genil. 
They threatened to kill the occupants, 
and despatched the overseer to Don 
Jose Chacon, demanding 1.000 pesetas, 
threatening him with death in case of 
refusal. 

These same bandit: recently — stole 
$10,000 from Don Antonio Montenegro, 
at Fuente Ovejuna. A section of the 
civil guard has gone in pursuit of 
them, but it is thought that it will be 
difficult to capture them at the pres- 
ent moment, bécause the inhabitants 
of the small villages protect them 
through fear of reprisals. 


May Control Red Cable 

London.—If Vice-President Clarke, 
of the Western Union cables and tele- 
graphs, agrees that any edvantages 
either in service or rates that may be 
devised for British-United States traf- 
fic will be extended to Canadian and 
colonial traffic, via Canada, the West- 
ern Union may he given control of 
the all-British cable.

much as the God of Daniel and his 
friends is none other than our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is the same yester- 
day, today and forever and always 


jready to hold strongly with all whose 
| hearts are wholly for Him, not keep- 


lessons 


ing us from trials, but manifesting 
| His presence with us in the trial and 
| bringing us through to His glory. 
Men and women who believe God 


were never more needed than now, 

Oh, for a testimony such as was 
| given: concerning Daniel, even by his 
enemies! We shall not find any occa- 
| Sion against him, except we find it 
concerning the law of his God (verses 
|4, 5). Knowing something of his hab- 
it of prayer, they asked the king to 
sign a decree that no one should ask 
a petition of any god or man save 
| Darius for thirty days under penalty 
of being cast to the lions. 

Although Daniel knew the decree 
thad been sivned, he kept on as afore- . 
time, kneeling upon his knees in 
prayer three times a day, with his 
| Windows open toward Jerusalem, re- 
|membering I Kings viii, 47-49. His 
;enemies did not need to watch long in 
order to eatch him in their net, and 
the king was promptly informed that 
“that Daniel of the captivity of-Judah 
|regardeth not thee,-O king, nor the 
decree that thou hast signed’’ (verse 
13). If the king had not before seen 
the design of his presidents and 
princes against Daniel he saw it now 
and was sore displeased, not with 
Daniel, but with himself that he had 
not seen through this plot before sign- 
ing the decree. 

He labored in vain to deliver his 
prime minister, whom he evidently 
esteemed and loved, but even the law 
of God, which is holy and just and 
good, cannot save any one, much less 
this law of the Medes and Persians, 
which was only a great iniquity. Our 
deliverance ftom the condemnation of 
the holy law of God is accomplished 
only by a sinless person taking the 
place of the guilty and suffering. in 
our stead (I Cor. v, 21; Rom. iii, 
19-24; x,. 4). : 

We do not read that Darius so loved 
Daniel that he gave himself for him 
and went to the den of lions in his 
stead, but we do read just that vir- 
tually of Jesus Christ (I Pet, ii,_24;_. 
Gal. ii, 20, 1. ¢.). Daniel was cast to 
the lions (probably not very gently), a 
stone laid upon the mouth of the den 
and sealed with the signet of the 
king and his lords. Imagine the re- 
| joicing on the part of his enemies be- 
cause they were now rid of him, and 
no doubt they ridiculed the God. of 
Daniel who could not deliver him 
from the tions nor from their power. 

After a night of sleeplessness ‘and 
fasting very early in the morning the 
king is found at the den of lions call- 
ing alond to Daniel if nerchance he 
may still be alive Surely Darius 
must have learned something of the 
nower of Daniel’s' God to be able to 
imagine such a thing rossible and to 
encourage him as he did on his way 
to the den, With what joy and grati- 
the king must have heard the 
voice of Daniel and the words, “My 
God hath sent His angel and hath 
shut the lions’ mouths that they have 
not hurt me” (22). 

80 Daniel was taken uv out of the 
den, and no manner of hurt was found 
unon him because he believed in his 
God. (23). 

Thus shall it be in the morning of 
the first, resurrection, No matter 
what the saints have suffered here in 
their mortal bodies, the resurrection 
body will he perfect, for we shall be 
like Him (1 Jobn iii, 2).

SPINNING ASBESTOS, 


One Thread a Hundred Yards In 
Length May Weigh But an Ounce. 


Asbestos was first mined in Ita‘y, 
and prior to 1880 it was the only 
country that produced it at a com- 
mercial profit. The Italian ashestos 
is very silky in appearance and cray 
to brown in color. Often the fibers 
are several feet in length. 

Asbestos upon leaving the cobbing 
sheds is sent to the spinning mille 
in bags holding about 19 nounda. 
Upon its arrival it is first forecarded 
by a machine similar to the saw tooth 
gin used in cotton mills. This separ- 
ates the taneled fibers, after which 
a final carding ‘takes. place on a 
regular carding machine. When the 
asbestos leaves the carding machine 
it is combed smoothly and the fibers 
laid parallel in a uniform mass. This 
mass is treated in a rota spinning 
machine. 

This first spins it into a coarse yarn 
and then draws and spins this yarn 
until it becomes fine and quite strong 
Where a hard, strong thread is re- 
quired for certain fabrica the asbestoa 
varn is put into a doubling and twist- 
ing machine, where two or more of 
the yarn thread are combined. Of 
course if the asbestos is to be impreg- 
nated with rubber 
finished thread is not desirable. 

The spinning of asbestos for a long 
time seemed of great difficulty, owins 
to the manner in which the threads 
ersisted in slipping past each other. 
inally it was discovered that under 
the microscope a thread of ashestos 
showed a notched surface and that 
by means of speciel twisting the 
spinning could be made successful. 
Now, after much _ exper'menting 
manufacturers are able to spin a sir- 
le asbestos. thread of 100 yards in 
ength not weighing over an ounce.

ANGUS CATTLE NOTED 
FOR LONGEVITY 


From the first recorded cow of the 
breed—old Grannie IL., which produced 
twenty-nine calves and was killed by 
lightning when, thirty-five years and 
six months old—to the present time in- 
stances of longevity in Angus cattle 
have been frequent, writes John 8. 
Goodwin in Breeder’s Gazette. 

The Zara family was one of the ear- 
ly prize winning families of the breed 
and took its name from Zara (1228) of 
Battersea fame. She was the gran- 
dam of the famous bull Paris, which 
was in active service in his fifteenth 
year. Almost all of this family are 
now In America. 

Having noticed that, with almost un- 
varying continuance, every prize win- 
ner in Scotland had o dash of Zara 
blood in its veins, I attended the dis- 
persion sale of Mr, Henry and secured 
all the Zara females he had, which 
were practically all in the United 
States. Early in the naming of the 
calves we reverted to the family name 
of Zara for the heifers and Zaire for 
the bulls. Zarilda’s first bull was 
Zaire V., which was used with such 
marked success in the Bradfute herd 


Very near the head of the proces- 
sion of beef cattle walks the Aber- 
deen Angus. By merit it is entitled 
to this place, having been bred to 
supply the “mighty roast beef” of 
old England and Scotland and hav- 
ing been brought to America to sat- 
isfy the appetites of English and 
Scotch descendants. The Doddies, 
as these animals are lovingly called 
by the Scotch, are docile and the 
finest kind of beef animals. The 
Aberdeen Angus bull shown was 
champion at the royal show, two 
years ago. on .

Cow With Mange. 

The affected patches on the animal's 
skin should be softened by washing 
with soap and warm water. After 
this has been done the parts should 
be dressed with one of the common 
mange dressings, such as spirit of tar, 
oil and sulphur, or with one of the 
patent dips or with scalecide, The 
dressings should be applied twice or 
even three times at intervals of ten 


days. For the serious and rebellious 
cases veterinary advice should be 
sought. The litter from an infected 


animal should be removed each time 
after dressing, and the flooring and 
wood and other fittings should be well 
sprayed with a 5 per cent solution of 
curbolic acid in water.

Now a great deal of the cattle that 
are sold are from small farmers, men 
with five or ten or fifteen head to 
sell in a year. These animals are 
fed the winter around, they are taken 
up and grain fed for market, the 
grade of Alberta beef is going up. It 
has been proven that the small farm- 
ers are bringing more wealth to Al- 
berta than the big cattle ranches, and 
the cattle industry, at one time four 
or five years ago pessimistically de- 
clared to be dead, has proven to be 
simply in an infant state of develop- 
ment with every prospect of becoming 
one of the greatest industries of the 
province, second only to the raising 
of grain.
